Coitre ts a disesce said to have been found in every country 
in the world, end many theories have been advanced as to its cause. 
lor a long time it was supposed that the absence of iodine in food 
wes responsible for this condition, and this idea undoubtedly has 
a large measure of truth in it. Howevery,. lack of food iodine can 
not be the sole cause of poitre inasmuch as the disease is present 
in women about six or eight times as frequently asin men and 
presumably, both sexes get about the same amount of iodine. 

‘the fact that goitie is prevalent in Switzerland and other 
Mountainous districts whefe people do not obtain much iodine in 
their drinking water or food would seem to prove the theory that 
the absence of iodine is the principal cruse but this still does not 
explain the occurrence of goitre in distri¢ts close to the seashore, 
where plenty of food iodine is ingested.
